Mistrial declared in 
John Edwards 



GREENSBORO, North Car¬ 
olina (AFP) - The judge de¬ 
clared a mistrial Thursday in 
the John Edwards trial after 
jurors failed to reach a verdict 
on five out of six charges 
against the fallen US political 
star. 

Edwards was found not 
guilty of one count of using 
campaign donations to hide 
his pregnant mistress as he 
sought the Democratic presi¬ 
dential nomination in 2008. A 
mistrial was declared on the 
five remaining counts. 

The disgraced politician 
saw his career collapse after 
he fathered a child with video- 
grapher Rielle Hunter in 2007 
and then lied about their affair 
to his cancer-stricken wife, 
Elizabeth, and the public. 

The 58-year-old former 
North Carolina senator had 


faced up to 30 years in prison 
and $1.5 million in fines if 
convicted of intentionally 
using nearly $1 million from 
two wealthy donors to hide his 
affair. 

The mistrial ruling capped 
a confusing and dramatic day 
at the court in Greensboro, 
North Carolina as jurors strug¬ 
gled to convince Judge 
Catherine Eagles that they 
were unable to reach a verdict 
on most of the charges. 

The judge appeared sur¬ 
prised when the foreman 
originally announced that a 
verdict had only been 
reached on one count, con¬ 
cerning the alleged illegal use 
of a 2008 donation from 
banking heiress Rachel 
’’Bunny” Mellon, now 101. 

Edwards faced another 
count of misusing a donation 
from Mellon in 2007 as well 
as two similar counts of mis¬ 
using money given by 
wealthy Texas lawyer Fred 
Baron, who died in 2008. 

Defense attorneys say Ed¬ 
wards did not ask for the 
money that was used to hide 
the affair, and that the contri¬ 
butions were unrelated to the 
campaign.

Syria faces ’catastrophic civil war': 
UN chief 


(AFP)- UN chief Ban Ki- 
moon warned on Thursday 
that Syria risks a ’’cata¬ 
strophic civil war” following 
the Houla massacre, as Wash¬ 
ington slammed Moscow 
over its Syria policies. 

Damascus regretted Ban’s 
warning and denied any re¬ 
sponsibility in last week's 
slaughter of 108 people, 
blaming ’’armed gangs” for 
the killings that have trig¬ 
gered international outrage. 

And as Syrian rebels 
threatened to escalate their 
operations if President Bashar 
al-Assad's regime does not 
meet a 0900 GMT Friday ul¬ 
timatum to observe a UN- 
backed ceasefire, activists 
called for nationwide protests. 

The rallies to be held today 
will honour the 49 children 
killed in Houla, activists said 
on the Syrian Revolution 2011 
Facebook page, describing 


them as ’’flares of victory.” 

State television also called 
for prayers ”in all of Syria's 
mosques” today for the Houla 
dead and for ’’all the country's 
martyrs.” 

Speaking in Istanbul, the 
UN chief said Damascus 
must implement the six-point 


peace blueprint brokered by 
UN-Arab League envoy Kofi 
Annan, which has been vio¬ 
lated daily since April 12. 

”1 demand that the govern¬ 
ment of Syria act on its com¬ 
mitment to the Annan peace 
plan,” Ban said.

The 2012 Hurricane Season is 
upon us... as of today! 


Aruba is advised that from 
June 1st to November 30th is 
our official Hurricane Season 
for this year. Hence, we are 
urged to pay close attention 
to all information coming 
from the Meteorological De¬ 
partment of Aruba (DMA). 

The DMS is the official 
department of the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba to issue warn¬ 
ing bulletins concerning 
meteorological and geophys¬ 
ical activities, tropical cy¬ 
clones and tsunamis. 

Our meteorological ex¬ 
perts have indicated that the 
2012 Hurricane Season for 
the Atlantic region is normal 
compared to the long period 
of 1981 to 2010. In the long 
period of 1981 to 2010 there 
was an average of 12 tropical 
storms, with 6 turning into 
hurricanes. 

This year they anticipate 
between 9 to 15 tropical 
storms with 4 to 8 becoming 
hurricanes. This forecast is 
based on the atmospheric and 
oceanographic conditions in 
the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. 

For example, in the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean they anticipate a 
possible El Nino (a warmer 
than usual ocean), which 
could help to limit the force 
of and amount of tropical cy¬ 
clones in the Atlantic Ocean.

Our experts have noted that 
there is a difference in the 
wind level and temperature in 
the Atlantic Ocean. From the 
East the situation is not fa¬ 
vorable with respect to the 
force of tropical cyclones. 

On the other hand, they 
expect generally fa¬ 
vorable conditions 
to continue in 
certain parts 
of the At¬ 
lantic region 
which de- 
v e 1 o p e d 
since 1995. 

All these 
conditions 
combined 
give an indica¬ 
tion that our 
2012 Hurricane 
Season will be more or 
less normal. The two tropical 
cyclones which have already 
been formed close to the US 
do not indicate anything for 
the season, this is normal. It 
is normal that sometimes a 
tropical cyclone may be 
formed before the month of 
June and sometimes this hap¬ 
pens after November. 

As of June 1st the DMA 
will, on their website, use a 
color bar for special bulletins. 
Green, for example, will 
mean that there is no danger 
pending. Light Orange (be 



alert) and will signal the need 
to be cautious and follow 
DMA information. Orange 
(be watchful), will, mean that 
bad weather may be ap¬ 
proaching Aruba in 48 hours, 
hence follow DMA informa¬ 
tion. Red (warning) means 
that bad weather may be ap¬ 
proaching within 36 
hours. The color red 
also indicates the 
possibility for a 
tsunami. Again, 
\ we must be care¬ 
ful and follow 
DMA informa¬ 
tion. 

Earlier this 
year, DMA re¬ 
ceived new and so- 
phisticated 
meteorological and seis- 
mological equipment to be 
able to provide more accurate 
weather conditions monitor¬ 
ing and reporting. 

Soon DMA will have their 
own ‘Apple Application’ 
which will enable users to 
follow DMA data on an 
iPhone or iPad. 

DMA also intends to in¬ 
troduce an NOAA weather 
radio transmission system 
from the USA. 

Those who have a mar¬ 
itime radio or scanner can re¬ 
ceive data from DMA even 
when our telecommunication 
companies on the island are 
not operational. 

DMA is also working to¬ 
gether with the different 
NGO’s on Aruba so that 
their bulletins can reach our 
communities faster and as 
accurately as possible. We 
must never forget that Aruba 
lies on the Southern side of 
the Hurricane belt, which 
means that we must always 
be prepared; even when con¬ 
ditions appear normal or less 
than normal.

Guantanamo: US denies abuse in 
'Sesame Street' row 


US House rejects bill 
barring gender-based 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Pentagon insisted Thursday 
that it has not abused prisoners 
at Guantanamo Bay after a 
documentary said US forces a 
decade ago blared music of 
children's show "Sesame 
Street" to break in inmates. 

The United States has pre¬ 
viously acknowledged playing 
music to influence behavior at 
the controversial camp, which 
was set up under former presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush for de¬ 
tainees captured in the "war of 
terror" against Al-Qaeda. 

A documentary on Al- 
Jazeera gave further details, 
saying that prisoners in 2003 
were strapped to chairs and 
played loud music through 
their headphones for hours or 
even days and that "Sesame 
Street" was among the selec¬ 
tions. 

Pentagon spokesman Cap¬ 
tain John Kirby said he did not 
know the playlist at the prison 
camp but that previous inves¬ 
tigations covering the time pe¬ 
riod had approved of the use of 



music. 

"Universally, these investi¬ 
gations have shown, and lead¬ 
ership has revealed, that music 
can be used as both an incen¬ 
tive and a disincentive. It de¬ 
pends on how you use it," 
Kirby told reporters. 

Kirby said he did not know 
whether music was still played 
at the prison camp. But he said 
US forces "rigorously" fol¬ 
lowed a policy against mis¬ 
treatment of prisoners. 

"We do not torture. And we 
do not abuse our detainees at 
all," he said. 

President Barack Obama on 
taking office in 2009 vowed to 
close the prison within a year, 
saying the indefinite detentions 
were an affront to US values 
and a recruiting bonanza for 
Al-Qaeda. 

But Obama failed to meet 
the deadline as lawmakers 
blocked the transfer of de¬ 


tainees to US soil and many 
countries balked at accepting 
former inmates even if cleared 
of wrongdoing. 

"Sesame Street," which de¬ 
buted on US public television 
in 1969, follows the antics of 
puppets in a socially diverse 
New York neighborhood and 
has been hailed as a way to 
teach children to respect one 
another's differences. 

"Sesame Street" has since 
aired in more than 150 coun¬ 
tries. The United States re¬ 
cently underwrote a version for 
Pakistan that aims to promote 
tolerance and girls' rights in a 
country that has seen frequent 
violence by Islamic militants. 

Previous revelations of 
music at Guantanamo Bay 
have angered artists including 
Rage Against the Machine, 
whose songs were allegedly 
played despite the rap metal 
band's left-wing politics. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US House of Representatives 
rejected legislation Thursday 
put forward by pro-life Repub¬ 
licans that would have out¬ 
lawed abortions based on the 
sex of a fetus. 

Congressman Trent Franks, 
sponsor of the Prenatal Non- 
Discrimination Act, had said 
that the bill would "provide 
that no discrimination can be 
taken against an unborn child" 
in the form of an abortion 
based on its gender. 

Such "sex selection" abor¬ 
tions had taken the lives of 200 
million unborn girls around the 
world, he said, a few hours be¬ 
fore the House voted on the 
proposal. 

Had it been enacted into 
law, the bill would have set 
prison terms of up to five 
years, as well as fines, for any¬ 
one — including doctors — who 
incite or carry out an abortion 
based on sex selection. 

Similar legislation has been 
adopted at the state level in 
Arizona, Illinois, Oklahoma 
and Pennsylvania. 

The House voted 246-168 
in favor of the bill, including 
20 Democrats, but because it 
came to the floor under a sus¬ 
pension of the chamber's nor¬ 
mal rules, the legislation 
needed a two-thirds majority 
to pass. 

The failed bill was the latest 
episode in an ongoing struggle 


by social conservatives in the 
United States against abortion, 
which the Supreme Court has 
ruled to be a private matter be¬ 
tween a woman and her doctor. 

"This is an important issue 
to the American people," John 
Boehner, the Republican 
speaker of the House, said in 
support of the legislation. 

"This type of sex selection, 
most Americans find pretty re¬ 
pulsive. Our members feel 
strongly about it. That's why 
it's being brought to the floor," 
he told reporters shortly before 
the vote. 

"We know it's a problem all 
over the world," added another 
congressman, Christopher 
Smith from New Jersey. 

"We know it's a problem 
here (in the United States) and 
that's why we're trying to stop 
this violation of women 
rights." 

In a statement to ABC 
News, the White House said 
the administration of President 
Barack Obama "opposes gen¬ 
der discrimination in all 
forms." 

"But the end result of this 
legislation would be to subject 
doctors to criminal prosecution 
if they fail to determine the 
motivations behind a very per¬ 
sonal and private decision," it 
said.

Suu Kyi takes centre stage 
on Thailand trip 



BANGKOK (AFP) - Myan¬ 
mar democracy champion 
Aung San Suu Kyi will make 
her first major international 
engagement after more than 
two decades of isolation when 
she addresses world business 
leaders today in Bangkok. 

The Nobel Peace laureate 
has stolen the show at a meet¬ 
ing of Asian leaders and top 
businessmen at the World Eco¬ 
nomic Forum on East Asia in 
the Thai capital, drawing 
crowds of well-wishers and 
photographers wherever she 
goes. 

Suu Kyi’s first trip abroad 
in 24 years comes after the op¬ 
position leader was elected to 
Myanmar's parliament in an 
April by-election, in dramatic 
reforms sweeping the country 
since direct army rule ended 
last year. 

Having spent 15 of the past 
22 years under house arrest, 
she has taken an increasingly 
global role as Myanmar sheds 
its pariah status, meeting top 
world dignitaries in Yangon 
and encouraging easing of 
Western economic sanctions. 

Speaking to AFP late on 
Thursday, on just the second 
full day of her visit, the 66- 
year-old said she had enjoyed 
her trip beyond Myanmar's 
borders and lavished praise on 


Thailand, which she called a 
"wonderful place". 

"People are very warm 
here, just like they are in 
Burma... in fact, I find the peo¬ 
ple even look the same. It's 
quite striking," the veteran ac¬ 
tivist said as she patiently 
posed for photos with dele¬ 
gates during a dinner. 

Analysts say that foreign 
travel will give Suu Kyi 
greater access to a global com¬ 
munity eager to see her in per¬ 


son and allow her to meet or¬ 
dinary people as well as world 
leaders. 

After today’s speech she 
will field questions from 
global media and attend a 
forum session on Asian 
women. 

Since arriving in neigh¬ 
bouring Thailand on Tuesday, 
the pro-democracy icon has 
followed a hectic schedule, 
shuttling between forum meet¬ 
ings and trips to visit Myan¬ 
mar migrants. 

Europe is next on the hori¬ 
zon, where Suu Kyi will ad¬ 
dress an International Labour 
Organization conference in 
Geneva and give a speech in 
Oslo to finally accept the 
Nobel Prize she was awarded 
in 1991. 

She also intends to travel to 
Britain, where she lived for 
years with her family, and will 
address parliament in London. 

Sessions at the Bangkok 
forum have been largely over¬ 
shadowed by Suu Kyi's pres¬ 
ence.

Federal appeals court 
downs anti-gay benefits 
law 



BOSTON (AFP) - US govern¬ 
ment attempts to restrict same- 
sex marriage took a hit 
Thursday when an appeals 
court in Boston ruled that a law 
denying federal benefits to gay 
couples is unconstitutional. 

In a decision that could 
push the gay nuptials debate 
closer to a hearing at the 
Supreme Court, the court ruled 
against the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act, a 1996 law that de¬ 
fines marriage as a union 
between one man and one 
woman. 

DOMA, as it's known, was 
adopted back when Hawaii ap¬ 
peared to be close to legalizing 
gay marriage — something that 
has now been approved by 
eight states, with Massachu¬ 
setts leading the way in 2004. 

The decision affirms a 
lower court's ruling that the 
law is unconstitutional. 

The ruling states that 
DOMA prevents same-sex 
married couples from filing 


joint federal tax returns, 
which can save money, and 
prevents the surviving spouse 
of a gay or lesbian married 
couple from collecting Social 
Security survivor benefits. 

It also prevents same-sex 
partners of federal employees 
from taking advantage of 
medical care and other bene¬ 
fits available to opposite-sex 
partners. 

The ruling does not ad¬ 
dress a key part of the law 
that absolves states from rec¬ 
ognizing same-sex marriages 
performed in other states. 

"To conclude, many Amer¬ 
icans believe that marriage is 
the union of a man and a 
woman, and most Americans 
live in states where that is the 
law today. One virtue of feder¬ 
alism is that it permits this di¬ 
versity of governance based on 
local choice, but this applies as 
well to the states that have cho¬ 
sen to legalize same-sex mar¬ 
riage," Appeals Court Judge 
Michael Boudin wrote in the 
unanimous three-judge deci¬ 
sion. 

"Under current Supreme 
Court authority, Congress' de¬ 
nial of federal benefits to 
same-sex couples lawfully 
married in Massachusetts has 
not been adequately supported 
by any permissible federal in¬ 
terest." 

The decision comes three 
weeks after President Barack 
Obama publicly stated his sup¬ 
port for gay marriage. 
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New York mayor 
to ban super-size 
sodas 

NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg has said he plans 
to outlaw super-sized sugary 
drinks, in a ban cementing his 
reputation as one of America's 
hardest-driving policy makers 
on public health. 

Bloomberg, who already 
has gone to war on smokers 
and transfat, will allow the 
sale of cups up to 16 ounces. 
That's half the size of the 
biggest, bucket-like container 
that patrons commonly guzzle 
from in cinemas, sports arenas 
and other outlets. 

"Obesity is becoming the 
biggest public health issue in 
the country. Everybody is 
wringing their hands about it. 
We're trying to do something 
about it," Bloomberg said 
Thursday in an address by re¬ 
mote link to a California con¬ 
ference. 

The New York Times first 
reported the ban, which could 
be put in place by next March. 

The measure would target 
fast-food and other restau¬ 
rants, delis, and places of pub¬ 
lic entertainment. It would not 
cover drinks sold in grocery 
stores, or any diet, fruit, dairy 
or alcoholic drinks. 

"In restaurants and movie 
theaters... it's become fashion¬ 
able to sell 32 ounce cups and 
there's probably more sugar in 
that than you would use in a 
normal month on drinking tea 
or coffee with sugar," 
Bloomberg told the All Things 
Digital conference in Rancho 
Palos Verdes. 

"We're not taking your right 
to take away soda in super¬ 
markets. You can still buy a 
32-ounce full sugar drink, or 
bottle, but in restaurants they 
can't serve more than 16 
ounces in any one cup," he 
added. 

"You're free to say I want 
two 16 ounce cups, but all the 
studies show that if the portion 
put before you is bigger, you 
will eat dramatically more 
than if the portion is smaller. 
So we're trying to encourage 
people to live longer." 


Dose of zinc boosts recovery 
chances for sick babies 


PARIS (AFP) - A simple, 
cheap dose of zinc helps the 
recovery of newborns suffer¬ 
ing from bacterial infections 
such as pneumonia and menin¬ 
gitis, according to an Indian 
study reported on Thursday in 
The Lancet. 

Doctors gave 10-milligram 
daily supplements of zinc to 
332 babies who were being 
given antibiotic treatment at 
hospitals in New Delhi, and 
compared the outcome against 
323 infants who were given a 
placebo as well as antibiotics. 

The three-year probe, run¬ 
ning from 2005 to 2008, fo¬ 
cussed on babies aged 
between one week and four 
months. 

Compared to the non-zinc 
group, children who were 
given the supplements were 
40-percent less likely to expe¬ 
rience treatment failure. 

This was defined as needing 
a second course of antibiotics 
within a week or intensive 
care, or culminating in death, 
the study found. 


In the zinc group, 34 treat¬ 
ment failures occurred, com¬ 
pared to 55 in the placebo 
group. 

Use of zinc also reduced the 
number of deaths, but not by a 
margin considered statistically 
significant. 

The benefit would be high¬ 
est in developing countries 
where several million children 
die from infection each year 
and where second-line antibi¬ 
otics and intensive care may 
be unavailable, he said. 

Zinc can be easily adminis¬ 
tered, either as a syrup or as a 
soluble tablet, according to the 
investigation. 

Previous research has found 
that zinc supplements help 
cure diarrhoea and pneumonia 
in small children younger than 
five years old. 

Still unclear is why zinc 
works. One theory is that the 
mineral has a moderating in¬ 
fluence on the immune sys¬ 
tem, preventing 

over-inflammation that dis¬ 
rupts drug therapy and leads to 
tissue injury. 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - Top 
congressional Democrat 
Nancy Pelosi said Thursday 
she was confident that US 
President Barack Obama's 
health care reform would be 
upheld by the Supreme Court, 
saying the law's constitution¬ 
ality was "ironclad." 

A decision from the high 
court is due in June, and legal 
experts have been scrupu¬ 
lously studying just how the 
nine justices might rule on one 
of the most important cases in 
decades. 

"Six-three," Pelosi, the 
Democratic leader in the 
House of Representatives, told 
reporters, referring to her pre¬ 
diction of how the justices will 


vote in favor of upholding 
Obama's signature legislative 
achievement. 

"I know the Constitution," 
she elaborated. "The bill is 
ironclad. Nobody was frivo¬ 
lous with the Constitution and 
the health of the American 
people in writing the bill." 

"That's where my confi¬ 
dence springs from: the merits 
of the bill and the nature of the 
Constitution," she added. "The 
makeup of the court? Well, 
we'll see." 

Pelosi, a 25-year veteran of 
Congress, has routinely pre¬ 
dicted a 6-3 ruling on the con¬ 
troversial law, which 
Republicans in the House and 
Senate hope to see struck 
down on the grounds that it is 
unconstitutional. 

The comprehensive reforms 
provide greater medical cover¬ 
age for the poorest, insurance 
for all Americans regardless of 
health condition and insurance 
for 32 million Americans who 
lack coverage. 

But critics are particularly 
opposed to the law's linchpin 
requirement mandating that 
nearly every American be in¬ 
sured. 

They argue that the so- 
called individual mandate of 
the law is a violation of the US 
Constitution's Commerce 
Clause, which gives Congress 
the power to regulate interstate 
trade. 

Republican Mitt Romney, 
who will square off against 
Obama in November's elec¬ 
tion, has pledged to repeal the 
law — which he and other Re¬ 
publicans have nicknamed 
"Obamacare" — should he win 
the White House.

NASA readies 'black hole hunter' 
mission 



NASA’s Nuclear Spectroscopic Telescope Array known as 


(AFP) - One out of seven 
Americans who go online use 
Twitter and eight percent do it 
every day, a survey showed 
Thursday. 

The survey by the Pew Re¬ 
search Center found the num¬ 
ber of Twitter users has 
doubled in the past two years 
to 15 percent of online adults. 

It found that those who use 
Twitter on a typical day has 
doubled since May 2011 and 
has quadrupled since late 
2010, probably due to the 
growing use of smartphones. 

Twitter, which allows its 
members to post brief com¬ 
ments, links or pictures, 
claims to have more than 140 


million active users, with the 
largest number being in the 
United States. 

The Pew survey found 
usage is driven by the 18-24 
age group, 31 percent of whom 
use Twitter. African-Ameri¬ 
cans are also active, with 28 
percent using Twitter. 

Nine percent of cell phone 
owners in the survey said they 
used the device for Twitter, but 
the proportion in the 18-24 age 
group was higher at 22 per¬ 
cent. 

The survey found 16 per¬ 
cent of smartphone owners use 
Twitter on their phones, and 10 
percent do so on a typical day.

WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
US space agency said it is 
preparing to launch next 
month a sophisticated orbiting 
telescope that will use high en¬ 
ergy X-ray vision to hunt for 
black holes in the universe. 

The project aims to study 
the "hottest, densest and most 
energetic phenomena in the 
universe, like for example 
black holes and the explosions 
of massive stars,” said Fiona 
Harrison, principal investiga¬ 
tor for the Nuclear Spectro¬ 
scopic Telescope Array 


(AFP) - The Flame computer 
virus that smoldered unde¬ 
tected for years in Middle 
Eastern energy facilities con¬ 
firmed fears that the world has 
entered a new age of cyber es¬ 
pionage and sabotage. 

Internet defenders were 
tearing into freshly exposed 
Flame malware (malicious 
software) that could be adapted 
to spread to critical infrastruc¬ 
tures in countries around the 
world. 

While the components and 
tactics of Flame were consid¬ 
ered old school, the gigantic 
virus’s interchangeable soft¬ 
ware modules and targeted na¬ 
ture were evidence that 
malware is a potent weapon in 
the Internet era. 

Gathering intelligence on 
targets and then crafting 
viruses to exploit specific net¬ 
works as well as the habits of 
people using them is "certainly 
in vogue" and is an attack style 
heralded by the Stuxnet mal¬ 
ware, McAfee Labs director 
of security research David 
Marcus. 

Stuxnet, which was de¬ 
tected in July 2010, targeted 
computer control systems 
made by German industrial 
giant Siemens and commonly 
used to manage water supplies, 
oil rigs, power plants and other 
critical infrastructure. 

"The Flame malware looks 
to be another phase in this war, 
and it’s important to under-

"NuSTAR will open a 
whole new window on the uni¬ 
verse," said Harrison, who is a 
professor at the California In¬ 
stitute of Technology in 
Pasadena.

As such it will make images 
that are 10 times crisper and 
100 times more sensitive than 
any telescope that has operated 


stand that such cyber weapons 
can easily be used against any 
country." said Eugene Kasper¬ 
sky, founder of Kaspersky Lab, 
which uncovered Flame. 

Flame malware was larger 
than Stuxnet and protected by 
multiple layers of encryption. 

It appears to have been "in 
the wild" for two years or 
longer and prime targets so far 
have been energy facilities in 
the Middle East. 

While Stuxnet was crafted 
to do real-world damage to ma¬ 
chinery, Flame was designed to 
suck information from com¬ 
puter networks and relay what 
it learned back to those control¬ 
ling the virus. 

Flame can record key¬ 
strokes, capture screen images, 
and eavesdrop using micro¬ 
phones built into computers.

With 133 nested mirrors in 
each of two optical units, the 
telescope also uses state-of- 
the-art detectors and a long 
mast that connects the optical 
units to the detectors and al¬ 
lows enough distance for a 
sharp focus. 

The 3 3-foot (10-meter) 
mast will launch in a folded-up 
position but will extend about 
a week after launch, bringing 
it to about the length of a 
school bus. 

"It used to be thought that 
black holes were rare and ex¬ 
otic — that was just 20 years 
ago," Harrison told reporters. 

"Today we know that every 
massive galaxy, like our Milky 
Way, has a massive black hole 
at its heart." 

The new observatory aims 
to give a better view of the 
workings of a black hole, since 
the dust and gas that gets 
sucked into the gravity of a 
black hole becomes quite hot 
from speed and friction created 
as it circulates around the 
edge.

Dollar firms as 
investors flee 
distressed euro 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
dollar rose against the euro 
Thursday as investors sought 
safety from fears that debt- 
riddled Greece may leave the 
eurozone and Spain's banking 
troubles may require an inter¬ 
national rescue. 

The euro hit a fresh 23- 
month low at $1.2337, before 
recovering slightly around 
2100 GMT to trade at 
$1.2361, down from $1.2366 
at the same time Wednesday. 

"Hopes that Spain will 
manage without a bailout 
(are) all but fizzling out," said 
analyst Brenda Kelly at CMC 
Markets. 

The European currency 
plummeted against Japan's 
yen, to 96.82 from 97.76 the 
prior day. Earlier it sank to 
96.51 yen, its lowest level 
since December 2000. 

The dollar also weakened 
against the yen, to 78.33 yen 
compared with 79.06 yen late 
Wednesday.

India govt bans 
5-star hotels in 
austerity drive 

New Delhi (AFP) - India or¬ 
dered an immediate auster¬ 
ity drive Thursday banning 
government meetings in 
five-star hotels, curbing for¬ 
eign travel and halting the 
creation of new posts to 
help rein in a bulging 
deficit. 

There will also be a ban 
on buying new vehicles, the 
finance ministry said in an 
official directive to all min¬ 
istries, issued hours after 
figures showing that India 
had posted its worst eco¬ 
nomic growth performance 
in nine years. 

A range of measures on 
"fiscal prudence and econ¬ 
omy" have come into force 
with immediate effect, the 
ministry said, but analysts 
cautioned that far more ef¬ 
fort was needed to put 
India's finances on a sound 
footing. 

Economic growth slo¬ 
wed to 6.5 percent in the 
2011-12 financial year, ac¬ 
cording to the data, which 
pushed India's currency to a 
new lifetime low of 56.50 
rupees to the dollar. 

The government has as¬ 
cribed many of India's eco¬ 
nomic woes to the crisis in 
the eurozone, which has hit 
exports and prompted for¬ 
eign investors to pile out of 
India into the perceived safe 
haven of US assets. 

But the government has 
also come under attack for 
its economic management 
with business confidence hit 
by the sluggish growth, con¬ 
troversial tax rulings, eco¬ 
nomic reform paralysis and 
worries over rising welfare 
subsidies.

Richest will get richer 
in coming years: 
experts' report 



ZURICH (AFP) - The 
world's richest people got 
even wealthier last year de¬ 
spite the global economic cri¬ 
sis, thanks to the growth of 
emerging economies in Asia 
and eastern Europe, accord¬ 
ing to a new report Thursday. 

And the elite "ultra-high- 
net-worth" (UNHW) club is 
set to get richer still over next 
five years, the report pre¬ 
dicted. 

"Overall, global growth in 
private wealth is clearly 
being driven by rapidly de¬ 
veloping economies in the 
'new world', not by the 'old 
world’," the report by the 
Boston Consulting Group 
said. 

Worldwide, private finan¬ 
cial wealth grew 1.9 percent 
to $122.8 trillion (98.7 trillion 
euros). The increase was con¬ 
siderably weaker than the 6.8- 
percent rise recorded in 2010 
the 9.6-percent gain in 2009. 

The highest growth was 
recorded among the richest of 
the rich: wealth held by those 
in the exclusive UHNW club 
rose by 3.6 percent last year, 
the report found. 

The consulting group pre¬ 
dicted private wealth would 
continue to grow, with a com¬ 
pound annual growth 
(CAGR) of between four and 
five percent over the next five 
years to reach more than 
$150 trillion by the end of 
2016. 


And the super-rich would 
continue to lead the pack, it 
added. 

"Globally, the UHNW 
household segment will con¬ 
tinue to grow the fastest over 
the next five years, with a 
projected CAGR of eight per¬ 
cent. 

The elite UHNW's share 
of wealth was also set to 
grow, the report added. 

The super-rich held $7.1 
trillion — or 5.8 percent of 
global private wealth — in 
2011 . 

Predicting eight-percent 
growth over five years for the 
richest of the rich, the report 
said this group would by the 
end of 2016 hold $10.3 tril¬ 
lion — 6.8 percent of global 
wealth. 

The growth in private 
wealth showed wide regional 
variations, with North Amer¬ 
ica seeing a 0.9 percent de¬ 
cline in 2011 to $38 trillion, 
though expected market im¬ 
provements would likely re¬ 
verse the drop. 

By contrast, private wealth 
in the Asia-Pacific region — 
excluding Japan — increased 
by 10.7 percent in 2011 to 
$23.7 trillion. 

Wealth in the region is ex¬ 
pected to continue growing at 
a double-digit rate and reach 
$40.1 trillion by the end of 
2016, when it would have 
crept past Western and East¬ 
ern Europe combined, the re¬ 
port said. 

In Eastern Europe, Russ¬ 
ian growth was the main 
driving force behind the 2011 
increase in the region's 
wealth, which rose 14.4 per¬ 
cent to $1.9 trillion. 

Growth in the region was 
expected to outstrip growth 
in Western Europe by around 
8.7 percent over the next five 
years to reach $2.9 trillion by 
the end of 2016, the report 
said.

TEL AVIV (AFP) - Pop icon 
Madonna kicked off her 2012 
world tour on Thursday with a 
call for peace from a Tel Aviv 
stage. Her much anticipated 
world tour spanning 30 coun¬ 
tries and 86 concert dates to 
promote her new MDNA 
album. 

Excited fans were already 
pouring through the gates 
when they opened some four 
hours earlier, with all 32,000 
tickets sold out. 

What promised to be an 
eye-popping extravaganza 
marked the start of the 53- 
year-old Queen of Pop's ninth 
world tour and her first since 
her "Sticky and Sweet" outing 
in 2008/2009. 

From Israel, she is to move 
on to Abu Dhabi and then to 
Europe and the Americas be¬ 
fore ending in early 2013 in 
Australia, where she has not 
performed in more than 20 
years. 

Kicking off her latest tour in 
Israel was a natural choice for 
the Catholic-bom singer, who 
over the past decade has be¬ 
come deeply involved in the 
Jewish mystical tradition of 
Kabbalah. 

The set will include 20 
songs, most of them from her 
new album, but with a show¬ 
ing for some of her best- 
known hits from the 80s 
including "Like a Virgin", Ma¬ 
terial Girl" and "Papa Don't 
Preach." 

There was speculation she 


might perform a mashup of 
"Express Yourself' with Lady 
Gaga's "Born This Way" 
which was released last year, 
sparking criticism it was un¬ 
cannily similar to Madonna's 
1989 hit. 

Earlier this week, a video of 
Madonna rehearsing popped 
up on YouTube showing what 
appeared to be Madonna 
singing her own song, then 
cutting into the Lady Gaga 
version during the chorus.

Evergreen Klose closes in on German record

MUNICH (AFP) - Poland- 
born Germany striker 
Miroslav Klose will be look¬ 
ing to roll back the years at 
Euro 2012, as the evergreen 
veteran aims to claim his first 
major title. 

Klose turns 34 on June 9 
when Germany open their 
Group B campaign against 
Portugal in Lviv and German 
fans will be hoping to see him 
perform a few more of his fa¬ 
mous front-flip goal celebra- 
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tions during the month-long 
tournament. 

With 63 goals in 114 ap¬ 
pearances for his country, 


LONDON (AFP) - England 
coach Gary Neville has ruled 
out any chance of a repeat of 
the WAGS sideshow that over¬ 
shadowed the Three Lions’ 
campaign at the 2006 World 
Cup. 

The wives and girlfriends 
(WAGS) of England’s foot¬ 
ballers became a tabloid ob¬ 
session six years ago in 
Germany, with pages of cover¬ 
age devoted to their antics in 
the spa town of Baden-Baden, 
where the squad was based. 

However, Neville, a surprise 
choice to join Roy Hodgson's 
backroom staff for Euro 2012, 
said there is little chance of the 
WAGS circus rolling into Eng¬ 
land's base camp in the Polish 
city of Krakow. 

"That won't happen again," 
Neville said. "The FA learned 
from the experience in 2006. 
The England team did. The 
England players did. That 
wasn't ideal for anybody. 

"It was symptomatic of the 
times. Between 2002 and 


Klose is just five short of Gerd 
Mueller's all-time record of 68 
goals for Germany, the last of 
which sealed a 2-1 win over 
Holland in the 1974 World 
Cup final. 

Lazio's Klose has repeatedly 
said his main motivation this 
June is to see Germany realise 
their potential, rather than 
passing Mueller's mark, by 
winning the Euro 2012 final in 
Kiev on July 1. 

"Without a doubt, this team 
has the quality to go far," he 
insisted with the authority of a 
seasoned professional prepar¬ 
ing for his sixth major tourna¬ 
ment. 

He is the only player to 
score five goals or more in 
consecutive World Cups (in 
2002 and 2006) and with 14 
World Cup goals, he is second 
only to Brazil's Ronaldo, who 
with 15 is the competition's 
all-time top scorer. 

Having made his debut in 
2001, Klose has yet to lift a

REIMS (AFP) - France's 
players will only receive 
bonuses at Euro 2012 if they 
go beyond the group phase 
and reach the quarter-finals, 
French Football Federation 
president Noel Le Graet an¬ 
nounced on Thursday. 

"The negotiations took 
place in a good climate," Le 
Graet said. 

"We agreed that if they 
didn't qualify for the quarter¬ 
finals, there'd be no bonuses. 
With the technical objective 
and the objective of the fed¬ 
eration being qualification 
for the quarter-finals, we've 
been more generous than in 
the past." 

France's players will re¬ 
ceive 100,000 euros 
($124,000, 80,000 pounds) 
if they reach the quarter-fi¬ 
nals, with a further 50,000 
euros added if they reach the 
semi-finals, 70,000 for 
reaching the final and 
100,000 euros for winning 
the tournament. 

If France win the compe¬ 
tition, their players will 
therefore stand to receive 
overall bonuses of 320,000 
euros.

Klose shuns the limelight 
and his dedication to fitness 
has kept him in shape, but he 
admits time is starting to catch 
up with him. 

"The physical recovery 
from stress takes longer at my 
age: three games a week, I 
could manage fairly easily at 
23 — these days that is quite 
taxing physically for me," he 
said. 

One thing has remained 
constant since he started his 
career in 1998 — his pre-match 
ritual. 

"It calms me down. I'm su¬ 
perstitious, for example, I al¬ 
ways pull on my right boot 
first and always run onto the 
pitch from the right," he said. 

Having been born in the 
south Poland city of Opole, 
Klose has always targeted a 
place at Euro 2012, to be co¬ 
hosted by the Ukraine and 
Poland, but says he will play 
on as long as he is selected.

NBA: Heat hold on for over-time win over Celtics

MIAMI (AFP) - LeBron 
James scored 34 points and

added 23 as Miami 
withstood a stellar 
performance by 
Boston's Raj on 
Rondo to beat the 
Celtics 115-111 in 
over-time in game 
two of the NBA 
Eastern Conference 
finals. 

With Wednes¬ 
day's victory, the 
Heat took a 2-0 
lead in the best-of- 
seven series that 
will send the win¬ 
ners into the NBA 
Finals against ei¬ 
ther San Antonio or 
Oklahoma City. 

Rondo was 
spectacular for the 
Celtics, playing all 
53 minutes and 
scoring 44 points 
with 10 assists 
and eight re¬ 
bounds. 

"He was absolutely phe¬ 
nomenal," Celtics coach Doc 


Rivers said. "It's tough to have 
him play that way and not win 
the game. He basically did 
everything right." 

Rondo's performance was 
not enough against a Heat 
team that also got 22 points 
from Mario Chalmers as they 
engineered the biggest playoff 
comeback in franchise history. 

The Heat erased a 15-point 
second-quarter deficit, sur¬ 
passing the two 14-point post¬ 
season comebacks that 
included the one that won 
game six of the 2006 NBA Fi¬ 
nals against Dallas. 

However, there were plenty 
of twists and turns on Miami's 
road back in this one. 

The Heat appeared to be on 
their way when they put to¬ 
gether a 12-0 scoring run late 
in the third quarter, taking an 
81-75 lead into the final pe¬ 
riod. 

They led in the fourth by as 
many as seven before the 
Celtics roared back to regain 
the lead. 

Wade scored 21 of his 23 


points after half-time. He ab¬ 
sorbed a hard foul from Kevin 
Garnett in over-time, made his 
shot and then the free-throw 
for a key three-point play. 

The extra period came after 
NBA Most Valuable Player 
FeBron James missed two 
shots in the closing seconds of 
regulation. 

The first was a contested 
lay-up that he missed, but he 
got the rebound. 

With the score tied at 99-99, 
James watched the clock tick 


down then took a long shot at 
the buzzer that bounced off the 
rim. 

Miami responded by scor¬ 
ing nine straight points to seize 
control in over-time and James 
finished an overall impressive 
night with 10 rebounds and 
seven assists. 

Paul Pierce scored 21 
points, Kevin Garnett added 18 
and Ray Allen 13 for the 
Celtics, who will try to bounce 
back on Friday when they host 
game three of the series.
